A comparison of chocolate 
cakes made at home with those 
made from commercial mixes 
showed in a series of tests that 
the mixes held their own in 
many Instances, nays Miss Eliza- 
beth Helton, UK Extension foods 
specialist 

Both methods made high- 
quality cakes, said the taste- 
testers, who tested cakes two 
days a week over a two-month 
period. Regardless of method. 
th« chocolate cakes they pre- 
ferred were coffe-brown to deep 
red-brown in color, moist, light, 
fine-grained, fairly sweet, and 
with a decided chocolate flavor. 

In color, texture, moisture 
and Davor, the judges found 
little if any difference between 
the cakes made by two met- 
hods. 

The mix cakes were more 
uniforms, somewhat less ex- 
pensive, required fewer uten- 
sils, and took less time to make 
than recipe cakes. Of the mix 
cakes, they preferred the one 
that called for added water and 
fresh eggs. 

In keeping qualities, the re- 
cipe cakes had the edge, both 
at room temperature and in the 
home freezer. On the other hand 
the mix cakes dried out rather 
quickly at room temperature, 
and after 48 hours had a slight- 
ly stale flavor. Also, after six 
weeks in the freezer they show-

In both time and cost, the 
recipe cakes took second place 
They required twice as many 
utensils and 38 minutes for the 
creaming method of mixing. 
The one-bowl method— aU dry 
ingredients combined, then 
moist ones added — was a time 
saver by three minutes and the. 
cake was of equal quality In 
contrast, the mix cakes were 
ready for the oven in 19 to 20 
minutes. 

The mix cakes had a slight 
advantage in cost also, being 
about half a cent less per serv 
ing, even when eggs or milk 
were added. Ingredients for the 
preferred recipe cake cost 43 
cents; the mix cake calling for 
eggs and water. 39 cents; and 
the mix with added milk. 41 
cents. 

It should be noted, says Miss 
Helton, that for housewives for- 
tunate enough to have their 
own eggs, milk and butter, the 
costs would be considerably 
reduced, particularly of the re- 
cipe cake. 

Either way, you can have 
high-quality cakes, according to 
researchers at the Cornell Uni- 
versity College of Home Econo- 
mics where the testing was 
done.

Victor Spurlock. Ary, was one of seven men in Kentucky 
who recently received a certificate of honorable mention in 
the Tom Wallace Farm Forestry Improvement Program This 
competition is sponsored by the Courier-Journal, the Louis- 
ville Times, and WHAS, Inc. to a/ll farmers in Kentucky and 
in twenty-seven counties in southern Indiana. 

Mr Spurlo:k lives on his farm on Troublesome Creek, 
where he is Business Manager of Homeplace His interest in 
tree planting began twenty-five yeafs ago when he dug a dozen 
white pines from a farmer’s hillside in Powell county and 
transplanted them around the Homeplace Log House where 
they are now well developed In 1942, the year the Tom Wal- 
lace program was inaugurated, he planted 2000 pines and 500 
young walnut trees — the latter were destroyed by fire In 1950, 
but the pines were saved. Since 1942 he has supervised the 
planting of many more thousand young trees on his own and 
Homeplace Farm 

Mr Spurlock speaks with conviction in regard to the 
great losses suffered by eastern Kentucky farmers in forest 
fires Last fall he bull-dozed four miles of fire trail around a 
tract of young poplar, and three pine groves he had planted. 
Robber trees have been deadened, ripe trees and undergrowth 
removed, and other improvements made wherever possible.
